fice department was much slower in 
attaining domestic pen, or two-cent 
postage. In 1845 the postage rate 
on letters was from five to ten cents, 
according to distance, and it was not 
until 1856 that the rate was reduced 
to three cents: for distances under 
3,000 miles. A’ uniform thre?-cent 
rate was adopted in 1863, and a two 
cent rate in 1875. One of the first 
steps toward an international penny 
post was taken when the United 
States entered into agreements with 
Canada and Mexico whereby the two- 
cent letter rate was made to apply to 
those countxies, Cuba, Panama and 
the. city of Shanghai, China, and later 
Great Britain and Germany, now have 
postal conventions with the United 
States providing for a letter rate of 
two cents per ounce. There has 
been a great deal of agitation for a 
one-cent leter rate in the Untted 
States of late years, but\ in most re. 
aspects the United\s lags behind 
European nations matter . of 
postal reforms. A - 
thespostage rate on parcels fronl-ek 
pomt in the United States to Japan 
China, Austria, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Swedeti and other for 
eign countries is twelve cents per 
pound while the rate is sixteen cents 
per pound for a parcel mailed and de- 
livered in the same city of the United 
tates. 
While Switzerlaed has taken the 
lead in the movement for a worlg pen- 
ny postage it is expected that the 
chambers ef commerce of all the lead- 
ing nations will fall in behind and 
will bring great influence to bear on 
the coming conference of the Univer- 
sal Postal Union.
